Away back in the ’60s and ’70s big steers 
from all breeds of beef cattle were pastured 
on many farms throughout the east. In 
fact such three and four-year-old steer's 
were the beef supply. The slaughtering 
of yearling cattle was not practiced. 

Then followed better transportation fa- 
cilities and the advent of live and slaugh- 
tered cattle from the west. Diversified 
farming and big steers rapidly became more 
or less extinct, and specialized dairying took 
the field of agriculture. Thus beef produc- 
ed in New England was from dairy cows 
and bulls. Eastern produced beef fell into 
bad repute. ; 

That New England likes good beef is a 
statement which has always held true. It 
is more true today than ever before. The 
best informed and most critical consumers 
of beef in the United States abide in the 
east. 

Why should not our eastern consuming 
public be critical? The activities of the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board have 
been centered in eastern cities. This activ- 
ity, coupled with the natural appetite for 
good beef, has put the beef requirements 
on an extremely high plane. 

The “cow beef” reputation that had gain- 
ed foothold in the consuming public’s mind 
rendered it difficult 10 years ago to sel 
eastern grown beef. The vision of Samuel 
Russell of Connecticut, Z. Marshall Crane 
of Massachusetts, Frederick Burnham of 
Massachusetts, and Oakleigh Thorne of New 
York, gentlemen who were beef cattle- 
minded, that the grasses of the east were 
conducive to growing the best of breeding 
stock, and, properly supplemented, would 
produce the highest quality of yearly beef 
has meant a rapid transition to the younger, 
more tender product being produced 
throughout the east. 

Following the advent of production the 
next step was marketing. At the Eastern 
States Exposition held annually in Sep- 
tember, in Springfield, Mass., classes for 
beys’ and girls’ club steers and carloads of 
fattened cattle were introduced. There was 
some early hesitancy on the part of meat 
purveyors to pay anything but fair prices 
for the cattle assembled at this annual 
gathering until assurance was in evidence 
that the product was worth while. 

A bit of experience here at home might 
be interesting at this point. It has to do 
= the introduction of eastern produced 
eef into New York from our own farms. 


In 1927 we had some 50 or 60 well finished 
baby beeves in our feed lot but no place to 
market them. The manager of one of New 
York’s largest slaughtering plants, with his 
Jersey City cattle buyer, dropped in at 
Briarcliff for a short call with no intention 
of buying anything. 

He saw this group of 950 pound steers 
that was calling for a place to go and asked 
for a price on them. We did not know what 
they were worth here at home, hence no 
agreement on definite price could be reach- 
ed. Further conversation about price event- 
ually led to a gentlemen’s agreement based 
on the yield of dressed carcass to live 
weight and quality of carcass produced. 
The cattle were shipped to the New York 
plant and slaughtered with the result that 
they proved to be the highest priced group 
of cattle from an open feed lot produced in 
the United States that year. 

Merit spelled the success of this intro- 
duction into the city of eastern bred and 
fed baby beeves, and each year since then 
we have been shipping the production of 
Briarcliff feedlots strictly on merit, both 
to New York and Springfield, Mass. 

This kind of a transaction naturally in- 
volves two factors, one being merit possess- 
ed by the product, and the second, integrity 
on the part of the purchaser. 

In 1932 somewhere about 125 yearling 
baby beef steers were offered for sale at 
the Eastern States Exposition in public auc- 
tion from both the boys’ and girls’ and the 
breeders’ group sections of the show, re- 
sulting in the highest priced single steer 
selling in the United States last year, as 
well as the highest average price per pound 
for all steers offered. 

At this year’s Expositien, held last Sep- 
tember, the record price of all time $11.15 
per pound, was paid for a little girl’s club 
steer which grossed $10,202.25 at the auc- 
tion. It was purchased by the Great At- 
lantic and Pacific Tea Company. The First 
National Stores of New England purchased 
some 36 steers from the club auction. Gris- 
tede Bros. of New York took 20 steers from 
the breeders’ groups of five steers each. 
Schaffer Stores and the Empire Food Mar- 
ket of Poughkeepsie and Albany, N. Y., 
tock some 15 steers from the club auction. 
The Hartford Market of Hartford, Comnn., 
took several from the groups of five. J. 
L. Brown of Springfield, and Guy Roberts 
of Pine Plains, N. Y., took several single 
steers from the club auction and the breed-

ers’ group, as did the Springfield Public 
Market, McCauley’s Market of Mt. Kisco, 
N. Y., and the New York Butchers’ Dressed 
Meat Co. of New York. 
Many purchasers of individual steers 
joined in the affair so that the 170 steers 
offered for sale were knocked off by Col. 
E. M. Granger of Thompsonville, Conn., 
auctioneer, in the record time of 2% hours 
at an average price of over 20 cents per 
pound live weight, a record that I predict 
will stand high in the United States this 
year, and one which is indicative of the 
quality of the product offered, all produced 
in the east. It is also indicative of the fact 
that the purveyors of quality products are 
willing to support home industry. 
All of the above experience has proven 
that the contentions of the earlier enthus- 
lasts were correct. New England can pro- 
duce good beef and eastern market con- 
sumers will support the industry. 
The writer has the highest respect for 
the dairy cow. Why should he not? A 
Jersey cow paid his expenses during the 
first two years of his college course. The 
east is a dairy section and rightly should 
be as the teeming millions of people must 
have the fluid perishable product. There 
are, however, far too many farmers just 
milking cows for pleasure. The overpro- 
duction of milk has become serious, and in 
our section at least, the surplus raises a 
terrific problem in the lines of distribution. 
| have always been an advocate of less 
cows but better producers, therefore more 
piofitable producers. I have further been 
an advocate of diversification on more 
farms in the east. Many agricultural econ- 
omists have certainly gone too far in their 
exploitation of the single specialized indus- 
try of dairying, and have given too little 
attention to the diversification end. This 
is to be expected because their training has 
been specialization. 
Some of my best friends in the dairy in- 
dustry have seen the light and have pub- 
licly advocated the raising uf beef cattle 
as a means of cutting down the surplus of 
dairy products. This is reasonable. 
I have never taken an extreme attitude 
and said that the east ought to turn to 
beef generally, but I do firmly believe that 
many thousands of farms in the east, that 
are a distance from market, could be better 
operated if they were turning the roughage 
and grains into beef that will go off the

First to enter the ring was the aged bull 
class, four of them, and it remained for the 
Rosemere entry Prizemere 141st by Prize- 
mere 32d to find his way to the top of the 
class and later to the senior and finally to 
the grand championship place. It became 
the duty of the senior bull calf shown by 
Hollinger under the title of Revemere ot 
Wheatland 9th to support the junior cham- 
pionship ticket and later to become the re- 
serve grand champion bull of the show. This 
likely youngster is a son of Revolution 41st. 

The senior championship class for females 
found Brown’s Luella June by Blackcap Mc 
3d appearing for the aged cow section; 
Zosemere’s two year old Barbara of ltose- 
mere 100th by Prizemere 32d represented 
the two year olds and Brown’s senior year- 
ling heifer, Eva of Rose Hill 5th by Revolu- 
tion 84th came forward for that section. 
When Judge Blizzard had finished, the pur- 
ple rested on the broad back of the Rose- 
mere two year old—a sleek, highly fitted, 
broad, deep, well balanced young thing that 
later carried away the grand championship 
ribbon as well. 

When it came to the junior championship 

placings St. Albans came forward with Eltta 
of St. Albans by Emulous for the junior 
yearling section; Hollinger represented the 
summers with Babe of Wheatland by Revo- 
lution 41st; this same exhibitor came for- 
ward with Chimera of Wheatland 3d by 
Revolution 41st for the senior heifer calves; 
and Tolan brought out the sweetly made 
Blackcap Tolan by Eileenmere 32d for the 
junior calves, she being sufficiently attract- 
ive in the eyes of the judge to make the 
Junior championship as well as the reserve 
grand. In this winning the ringside heart- 
ily concurred as it had in the senior plac- 
ing. 
These splendid herds will be swung into 
action along with the _ reinforcements 
brought in from all other sectors on this 
continent at the great 1933 International 
which is right at hand. 

This page was held open for the Royal 
report and had to be closed before the show 
could be finished. Immediately preceding 
the breeding class show on Monday the 
steers were shown in the open class and 


this is all the singles that we had the pleas- 
ure of seeing in the ring. The steer show 
was one of the best ever assembled at the 
Royal in so far as the Aberdeen-Angus were 
concerned, nevertheless that superior qual- 
ity and type and finish availed but little 
in the eyes of the judging committee when 
it came to selecting steers upon which to 
confer open class ribbons. This is perhaps 
as it should be as the Royal is generally 
conceded to be an open section for our 
esteemed contemporaries. 

When the printers made up the champion- 
ship ribbons for this great show they for- 
got to make any with the words “Aberdeen- 
Angus” on them. Nevertheless the top 
loads, the breed champions in the Aberdeen- 
Angus section, as well as the singles, found 
hosts of real admirers amongst the visitors 
and the inhabitants of the stock yards. 

Just before leaving the grounds on Tues- 
day evening we spent a couple of hours out 
in the yards where the onslaught of the 
blacks is felt mightily. It was but a few 
autumns ago that two or three little pens 
down in the corner of the yards furnished 
ample space for the housing of the Aber- 
deen-Angus feeder calves. Workman and 
his splendid co-worker the late Lyman Mil- 
ler are largely responsible for the steady 
and persistent growth of this division which 
in 1933 painted a whole section of the yards 
as black as the ace of spades. An even 1000 
calves came to market with the understand- 
ing when they left home that they were to 
become a part of this great feeder calf 
show. And did they do their part? More 
interested buyers were seen in the “Angus” 
alleys checking up on the little blacks than 
in any other section of the yards. 

When the chairman of the judging com- 
mittee pointed his finger at another of 
those lowset whitefaced steers bred, fed and 
shown from the Lone Star state our good 
friend Willie Joe Largent lost another eight 
gallon hat that went sailing off into the 
grandstand. What a boy! The Oklahoma 
college steer that had been made champion 
Aberdeen-Angus was the only thing in the 
finals that wore a black fur coat, and how 
out of place the youngster proved to be. All 
he lacked was a conventional attire for he 
had the finish, the covering, the style, the 
quality and balance and will undoubtedly 
show a superior dressing percentage when 
the finish comes down at Chicago. 

Try as they did the Black calves failed to 
displace the veteran showman and breeder 
Fred C. DeBerard and his whitefaced calves 
for the champion feeder load. Over in the 
fat alleys A. H. Schmidt of the Tarkio Mo- 
lasses Experiment station was in a sweat. 
The Aberdeen-Angus boys and hosts of oth- 
ers had assured him that his Bonnie Blacks 
were the greatest load of fats ever behind 
the yards gates at Kansas City. The pale 
faced followers whispered that his load of 
wonderfully fitted whitefaces were going to 
turn the big trick—and by golly they did. 
Leaving the reserve ticket for Schmidt’s 
heavies in the Aberdeen-Angus section. 
“Beat those Blacks” they did but poor Dan 
was cheated out of the honor.

MORE ABOUT BLOOD TEST 
FOR BANG’S DISEASE FOR ABORTION: 

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: Refer- 
ring to your editorial in the November is- 
sue of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal just 
received, will state that one thing you say 
in regard to the blood test for Bang’s dis- 
eases is true, in that some herds will not 
be able to show at public exhibitions. 

If I were a breeder, and had a herd that 
did not have in it any Bang’s disease, I 
would not care to show in the same room 
with animals that could not pass a clean 
test for Bang’s disease. 

I don’t know how much experience you 
have had with contagious abortion, or 

3ang’s disease; but I am sure you know it 
causes a very severe loss when it runs 
through a herd. It is probably not as seri- 
ous in a beef herd, because the milk is not 
such a strong consideration, and whether a 
quarter is lost will not make quite so much 
difference. 

I had occasion to work with quite a num- 
ber of pure bred beef cattle breeders in 
Iowa before coming to Wisconsin. 

In a dairy herd, when Bang’s disease 
gets started, it means not only the loss of 
calves, but a very severe loss in milk pro- 
duction, and all too often udder trouble, 
retained after-birth, white diarrhea in 
calves, and so on. 

This year at our county fair we had a 
regulation that all cattle over six months 
of age must have passed a clean test for 
Bang’s disease. This ruling was made be- 


cause the breeders themselves demanded it. 
Some of our breeders refused to put their 
animals in the show ring, or even in the 
barn, unless all cattle were free from this 
disease, as shown by the blood test. 

In regard to the accuracy of the test, I 
have been working with Dr. V. S. Larson, 
of the State Department of Agriculture and 
Markets, in regularly testing a few demon- 
stration herds in this county, and the test, 
the way it is conducted by Dr. Larson, is, 
I feel 100% accurate. At least the herds 
Dr. Larson has been working on have been 
cleaned up through his testing and super- 
vision. 

One of these men in particular has had 
plenty of experience in trying to get rid 
of the disease in other ways, and if you are 
interested, | suggest you write Mr. M. J. 
Hoppert, Sheboygan, Wis. 

If there are cases where the test is not 
giving satisfaction, | suggest that someone 
who knows how to conduct the test, and es- 
pecially how to handle the herd aiter the 
test is made, should be given a chance to 
determine what the trouble is. You and | 
know that automobiles are wonderiul if 
kept in their proper places, but there are 
still some people who attempt to use them 
to mow down telephone posts, trees, fences, 
and so on. 

I can assure you that a man who has had 
a run of abortion throught his herd does 
not care to repeat the experience, and so 
far as I know, the best thing we have at 
the present time is the blood test to find 
out the condition of the herd, and then 
proper handling of the herd thereafter, with 
repeated tests to finally eliminate all re- 
actors. 

I thought perhaps you would like to know 
that breeders themselves favor having only 
clean animals placed in the ring with their 
animals at the various public shows. Sin- 
cerely yours, S. S. Mathisen. 


To Mr. Mathisen 

The Journal finds great pleasure in giving’ 
your communication space in this number. 
We grant you that abolition of this dread 
disease is the thing that breeders want. 
Personally we are in favor of the same 
thing. Nevertheless we can not agree that 
the present system of testing is sufficiently 
dependable and accurate to become the bas- 
is for so drastic action as is being required 
at the hands of some folks at this time. 

We still contend that the test is not ac- 
curate. Perhaps we have not been identi- 
fied with the cattie business as long as has 
our good friend Mr. Mathisen for we are 
not personally acquainted with him, neither 
do we have his cattle history. This much 
we do know, it was the spring of 1887 that 
we “climbed our first cow pony mount” and 
followed the cattle on the Iowa prairies, 
since which time we have been almost con- 
stantly identified with the business. 

if and when, the test is made even 90 per-

For example: Suppose an exhibitor starts 
out with a herd that has passed a clean 
test and his time expires and he hes to sub- 
mit to another test while enroute or per- 
chance he has to submit to a test at the 
hands of any state fair management at any 
time and there does not happen to be a 
Dr. Larson there. Who takes the chances? 
No breeder with a desire to advance his

Under this caption the Mana 
Farmers Protective Annociation” piatar 
the following article in The Farmer and 
Farm, Stock and Home, St. Paul, Minn.: 

Several complaints have come to us Te- 
cently from persons who are having diffi. 
culty in getting pedigrees and transfers for 
pure bred farm animals which they have 
bought. Accordingly, we are prompted once 
more to suggest that it is altogether rea. 
sonable to hold back part of the purchase 
price in such cases until the papers are 
furnished as may be agreed. This will al- 
ways assure prompt action on the part of 
the seller. Unfortunately, some very well- 
known breeders are notoriously slow in 
furnishing papers. 

Of course, this does not apply where the 
deal involves a time payment, but few 
breeders are selling on that basis today. In 
any case, if the breeder objects, say to him: 
“All right. We will go to any bank that 
you name and I will deposit the full pur- 
chase price there upon the written under- 
standing with the bank that this money is 
to be turned over to you the moment you 
hand over to the bank the papers which you 
have agreed to furnish in this transaction.” 

After all, no deal in pure bred stock in- 
volving delivery of registry papers is com- 
pleted until the papers are delivered. You 
wouldn’t think of paying money for a piece 
of real property until you got a properly 
executed deed. The two cases are not ex- 
actly parallel, but in any event it ought to 
be made impossible for some of these breed- 
ers to stall their customers along as much 
as two and three years on the matter of the 
papers.

The Journal is of the opinion however 
that a weight for age comparison of Inter- 
national winners showing under the new 
weight classifications is really no compari- 
son at all. In the first place this classifi- 
cation is all wrong for it tends to lead away 
from the idea of weight for age. There no 
longer being any necessity ot growing a 
bullock to extra weight for age. Under the 
old system of showing by ages, the under 
sized bullock was discriminated against 
while now he is given an opportunity to 
brush into the discard an animal that has 
really been a better doer for age because of 
the fact that he may show superior quality 
and finish for his weight. 

In searching for some really worth while 
evidence on weight for age accomplishments 
to give Journal readers we found that Man- 
ager Wm. H. Pew of Briarcliff Farms, Pine 
Plains, New York, keeps records of per- 
formance about as accurately as it is hu- 
manly possible to keep them. Little did 
Manager Pew suspect that his record might 
some day be turned to the noon day sun, 
however here is what the record sheet on a 
group of twenty-six Aberdeen-Angus steers 
disclosed. 

These twenty-six steers fed in the usual 
commercial way at Briarcliff on August Ist, 
at fourteen months and eleven days averag- 
ed 1068.6 pounds without feed since the 
night before. While there is nothing phe- 
nomenal about this weight it nevertheless 
goes to show conclusively that Aberdeen- 
Angus do compare favorably with other 
breeds—even International reserve cham- 
pions—to say nothing of running a very 
close race for first place in the matter of 
weight for age. 

Then too the usual premium paid by the 
packer buyers helps materially in the steady 
advancement of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
to a place of first honors. In presenting 
these figures it is the Journal’s intention to 
correct any erroneous impression that may 
have evolved from Mr. Hagie’s comparison. 
We like the reds, whites and roans, the pale 
faces and the Doddies too—and there are 
none too many good ones amongst them.

JUST ANOTHER REASON— 
AND A GOOD ONE. 

It is generaily conceded that Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle are forging ahead faster than 
any other breed. There are many reasons 
for this, all of which are based upon merit. 
Here is an example which explains itself. 
Mr. G. C. Passmore, of the firm of Pass- 
more & Smith, Prattville, Alabama, writes: 
“While times are very hard, we could sell 
buils if they were old enough, having noth- 
ing left but this year’s calves. * * * On 
October 27th and 28th the Southeastern 
Cattlemen’s Association held its annual 
meeting at Montgomery and held an auc- 
tion sale of cattle. Sold around 500 head, 
mostly feeder and stocker stuff. There 
were some fed cattle in the offering. We 
had one car of this spring’s calves, weighing 
552 pounds that sold at $5.60 per hundred- 
weight and dressed 61 per cent. We thought 
that very good. They were creep fed with 
the mothers on grass until the last month 
when they were put in a feed lot and fed 
twice a day and the mothers turned to them 
twice a day. This price looks and is cheap, 
but when the next highest load (Herefords) 
only brought $3.40 per hundredweight it 
made ours look high.” : 

A margin of about 60 per cent over their 
next closest competitor is the thing that in- 
terests men who are feeding cattle for the 
market.

Herdsman’s Course. 

On January 2, 1934 the halls of 
Iowa State College will again be open 
to farm boys who desire a short prac- 
tical course in agriculture. This course 
was established at lowa State College 
in 1918 to meet the needs of sons of 
live stock breeders and farm boys who 
could not or did not care to enroll in 
a four year college course. The course 
at that time was known as the Herds- 
men’s Course. Possibly a better name 
would be a “Short Course for Farm 
Boys.” It is a 6-month curriculum 
divided into two 3-month periods, the 
winter quarter of two different years. 
For example, if a boy would start on 
January 2 he would go for 12 weeks 
or up to March 21, 1934. He again 
could enroll the winter quarter of any 
following year and complete the 
course.

BOLOGNA BULLS VS. BARREN COWS. 
Dear Editor: 

I got quite a kick out of the article writ- 
ten by John Fitch in the last issue of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal. It was both in- 
teresting and amusing, more especially 
knowing Mr. Fitch has bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle for the last thirty-eight years. 

I still maintain that as large a percentage 
of show bulls and cows will produce as those 
in ordinary conditon, and I back this state- 
ment with facts—and facts as we ail know 
are stubborn things that cannot very well 
be fooled with. If Mr. Fitch and Porteous 
will study Aberdeen-Angus history I am 
sure they will find that the blood of those 
“bologna ornaments” (as George has christ- 
ened them) permeates both the Fitch and 
St. Albans herds. 

In raisng pure bred beef cattle the com- 
mercial end must not be lost sight of, as 
weight for age is what counts and it takes 
a ton bull or over bred to a 1200 to 1600 
pound cow to produce the 850 to 1000 pound 
steer at a year old. There are exceptions 
to this but not as a rule. The steer calf is 
altogether different from the bull and heif- 
er calves. A large percentage of these hard- 
pushed bull and heifer calves, “little butter 
balls,” seldom mature into ton bulls and 
1400 pound cows. If breeders continue to 
make champions and breed from_ such 
“dumplins” we will soon be back in the Mid- 
dle Ages and John will certainly get his 3 
and 4 year old steers shown under the 
weight limit. 

For the benefit of new beginners who 
may be led astray by such misleading: arti- 
cles I will name a number of history making 
bulls that I have seen, both in the show ring 
and breeding pen, but to Mr. Fitch and Por- 
teous must be classified as “bologna” or the 
non-profitable kind. Heading the list is the 
great breeding bull Delamere that somehow 
gets scant recognition in the recent Aber- 
deen-Angus History. In turn we have Flate, 
Jim of Delvin. Jeshurun, Prince of the Was- 
sail, Elect of Ballindalloch, Everwise, Idela- 
mere, Junior Eric, Prince Blueblood of Bal- 
lindalloch, Evilesco of Ballindalloch, Boxer 
of Ballindalloch, Jorum of Ballindalloch, 
and a host of others too numerous to men- 
tion. These bulls unlike Mr. Judy’s Black 
Monarch of Emerson 2nd could go out and 
win a blue ribbon in a “swede turnip patch,” 
and still farther beget blue ribbon winners. 
They were smooth as calves and had enough 
stretch to their conformation to round out 
into 2100 to 2400 pounds and still retain 
that same smoothness. They were the kind 
that a breeder never had to fumble around 
for an excuse or make an apology when the 
buyers came around and wanted to see the 
sire of the calves for sale, whereas many 
premature champions fade and fall by the 
wayside. We know of a number of out- 
standing sires that have not been shown but 
the minute we glance at their pedigrees 
“bologna” stares us in the eye. 

Now let’s take a squint at the barren cow 
end. Who has not heard of the great string 
of champon cows beginning with the famous 
Juana Erica shown from Harviestoun. 
have seen all these cows, also many of the 
champions shown from Doonholm_ and 
Maisemore Park. These cows were all pro- 
ducers, the great cow Eve 3rd of Maisemore 
was still winning championships at eight 
years old and producing regularly. 

We are aware that cattle of both sexes 
fitted for show have failed to produce and 
that cattle of both sexes turned on the 
range have failed in this respect, so that 
don’t get us very far. In cases where the 
cow or heifer tends to prolapse, breeders 
certainly don’t use good judgment by con- 
tinually showing such animals for heavy 
feeding only aggravates this trouble.

Commenting on the events at Paradise, 
Kansas, the Kansas Stockman of November 
1st says: “Johnson Workman filled the 
Paradise (Kansas) stock yards last month 
with many fine Aberdeen-Angus calves, 
which were shipped out to eastern feeding 
points. One hundred and ten heifer calves 
went to J. T. Gibson, Waverly, Illinois; two 
cars of steer calves to Phillip Post, Mascou- 
tah, Illinois; one car of steer calves to Stoti, 
Indiana; and two cars of young Aberdeen- 
Angus to Macomb, Illinois. These animals 
were graded and vaccinated against ship- 
ping fever. Mr. Workman was assisted in 
furnishing these calves by A. W. Schneider, 
Ernest Steilow & Sons, John Fuller, Henry 
Wallace, Loren Holmes, Claussen Bros., 
Amel Jantzen, and a few odds and ends 
were selected from others. Mr. Workman 
is a master Aberdeen-Angus salesman since 
these calves were moved from pastures 
when most grass cattle were a drug on the 
market—at rather satisfactory prices.”

Aberdeen-Angus Successes. 

Reports of leading shows in South Africa, 
in Australia, and in Canada just to hand 
indicate great successes which have been 
won by representatives of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed. 

At Salisbury Show in Rhodesia the 500- 
guinea trophy for the best bull of any breed 
was won by Mr. J. R. Stewart, a native of 
the Mearns district of Scotland, with his 
two-year-old Aberdeen-Angus bull Embla- 
zon of Bleaton. This bull, which also won 
at Bulawayo, was bred by Messrs. Marshall 
and Mitchell. Bleaton, Blairgowrie, and has 
for sire Good Gracious of Abergeldie, bred 
by the King. Another Aberdeen-Angus 
bull, shown by Mr. Duncan Black, was re- 
serve for this supreme championship trophy, 
while the bull Brisling, bred by Mr. R. W. 
Walker, Portlethen, was also prominent 
among the winners, though an accident on 
the day of the show rather spoiled his 
chances. In the fat cattle section of the 
show the supreme championships over all 
breeds for single animal, for the best pair 
of slaughter animals and for the best five 
slaughter oxen were all won by Aberdeen- 
Angus. As an indication of how prices 
went, Shorthorn bulls made to £26 5s, Here- 
fords to £34 14s, and Abredeen-Angus to £59 
17s and £60 18s. 

Aberdeen-Angus also figured well in the 
fat section of Brisbane Show. Mr. Norman 
L. Forster of Abington, who is one of the 
leading breeders of Aberdeen-Angus in 
Australia, won in the class for the best steer 
under three years of age, and the best steer 
for export purposes. Mr. Forster also won 
the supreme championship of the fat cattle 
section. This steer was by Banker of Cas- 
tlecraig, bred by Mr. P. D. Robertson, Cas- 
tlecraig, Ross-shire, and was calved 14th 
July 1930, his weight at the show being 
1592 Ibs. He is stated to have been the 
youngest animal to win the championship at 
the Brisbane Show. At auction he made 
£26. which was £10 higher than any other 
fat beast bought at the show sales. Anoth- 
er Aberdeen-Angus steer shown by the Jon- 
daryan Estates won the special prizes for 
the best bullock under four years of age 
both for export and for local trade. Mr. 
Clark, East Talgai, won with Aherdeen-An- 
gus for the best nen of three bullocks suit- 
able for export. These successes had a good 
effect on the sales, the Aberdeen-Angus 
bull sales being reported to have been the 
best by a long way since 1930. 

At the Canadian National Exhibition at 
Toronto the champion and the reserve cham- 
pion in the fat cattle section were Aberdeen- 
Angus.—Banffshire Journal, October 10th.
